Dominion Government not to entrust tlio 
oxpendituro of ao largo a sum to thoir 
hmda."'—8ta')ulard. 
''"'''^^TPofonciB" our' contemporary has quot- 
ed us correctly. "We plead guilty to 
tho use of the words ascribed, and if wo 
knew of any other words that would 
express our idea more strongly we 
should certainly employ them. "J udged 
by their record," this Government have 
proved- themselves too incapable to be 
entrusted -with the con.sumniation of so 
important a work as tlio drydock. 
Their " record " is one of wretch- 
ed bungling. Every important work 
has come to grief in their hands, and 
thoy have now undertaken another on 
principles contrary to law and oppo.sed 
to the commands of the House. Tho 
cofferdam, etc., 1ms cost tho country 
upwards of .?'200,000, and what is there 
to show for tho expenditure ? A lialf- 
built cofferdam which the Attorney 
General stated on the floor of the 
House last session was so wormeaten 
that it would "tumble to pieces as soon 
as the water is pumped out." And 
the men who are responsible for this 
o.tpenditure and tliis condition of the 
dam are the men to whom tho *S'to)i- 
darcl would wish to see entrusted the 
fingering of the Canadian subsidy of 
§260,000; they are identical with the 
men who threaten not only to complete 
the cofferdam but to begin . (thoy will 
not finish) the drydock by day-work. 
Tho Elliott Government, far from 
-wishing to overburthen the taxpayers 
with a financial responsibility so enor- 
mous as the construction of the dry- 
dock would entaii, offered the site, the 
unfinished cofferdam and all the ma- 
chinery and material on the ground to 
the British Government if it would 
take over and complete the dock as an 
Imperial work. That that oflTer has not 
been accepted is probably duo to 
the sluggish policy of Mr. Walk 
EM. He allowed the sece.ssion 
memorial to lie in the pigeonholes at 
James Bay for a month after the ad- 
journment of the Local House, and 
when, at length, he sent tho docu 
ment on its travels, during a four 
^months' recess it did not occur to him 
■ to inquire whether it had reached 
the Colonial Office. When, at last, he 
condescended to ask he discovered that 
instead of Laving been forwarded it 
had been quietly pigeonholed at Otta- 
ya asid had not been sent to London 
at all ! A Government with the rec- 
ord of incapacity and stupidity that 
.ours has developed should not bo en- 
trusted with drydock construction. If 
it has required an expenditure of §208,- 
000 to produce a half-built, worm-eaten 
cofferdam that will " tumble to ])ieees 
soon as the water is pumped out," how 
much will be required to build tiie 
dock? If it costs $208,000 to put uji 
a scaffolding what will n house cost ? 
Who will venture to offer an estimate 
of tho cost if tlie task of dock comple- 
tion is left in the hands of tliese in- 
competent and reckle.ss men, wlio have 
boldly announced through their organ 
"their intention of carrying on the 
work by the day — a system that is 
directly opposed to the policy and prac- 
tice of the Dominion Government, by 
whom all public work is given out by 
contract"? The Dominion Governiuont 
could not pay over the sum with a feel 
ing of certainty that it would be ap- 
plied to any other purpose than to 
bribe the constituencies of Victoria 
City and Esquimalt and to i)lunge tlie 
Province in hopeless bankruptcy. Our 
position is that it would be better for 
the Province and l)etter for the Domin- 
ion, and would assure the final 
completion of the dock within a 
reasonable time, if the Dominion 
Government, instead of handing over to 
this Government the subsidy of. S250, 000 
to fritter away, as they have already 
frittered away §200,000 in half build'- 
ing a wormeaten coflerdam that will 
"tumble to pieces as soon as the water 
is pumped out," should keep its 
subsidy and finish the dock itself. We 
shall be prepared precently to show to 
the satisfaction of tho authorities at 
Ottawa, and to that of au}' reasonable 
person whose arms are not plunged to 
the elbows in cofferdam mud, that this 
Government is unfit to be entrusted 
with the expenditure of the subsidy or 
anyother sum for drydock purposes.

jSTative aflUirs in New Zealand are 
again threatened. The settlers have 
armed. They are thoroughly discip- 
lined, and will make short work of tho 
Maoris should fighting begin. In one 
district the light cavalry numbered 
2G0 men, fully equipped; the infantrj' 
150. 

Tho South Australian Parliament is 
in session. The Governor, in his opening 
speech, announced a loan for the con- 
struction of railroads and public works 
and intimated that a measure would be 
introduced to compel the property class 
to contribute more largely to the bur- 
dens of the colony. 

Sympathizers of the Kelly outlaw 
gang recently bought sup])lie3 cf arms 
and ammunition in Melbourne, and got 
them convoyed to the outlaws. A 
Spencer rifle and 400 rounds of am- 
munition were among the purchases. 

A bill providing for triennial parlia- 
ments is to be introduced by the gov- 
ernment in tho New Zealand General 
Assembly; also a modified land tax- 
exempting all properties under §2,000 
in value. A graduated scale of taxa- 
tion, starting at one per cent, an acre, 
is to be imposed. 

Tho Victoria government was to 
meet on the 15th inst. The government 
intend to bring down only the estimates 
and the Reform bill for the rejection 
of the Legislative Council, so that an- 
other appeal may be taken to the Im- 
perial government. 

The commander of the French trans- 
]jort ship Calvndo.s, which put into 
Melbourne Juno 2nd, committed sui- 
cide during the voyage. The Calvados 
is bound for New Caledonia to bring 
pardoned Communists back to La Belle 
France. 

Affairs at Taranki are more assuring. 
The Government have sent largo rein- 
forcements there, and the settlers are 
rapidly forming a volunteer corp.s. 
The natives are le.ss aggressive, and it 
is hoped that hostilities will be avert- 
ed. 

The Hon. Sir W. Fitzherbert, C. M, 
G., Speaker of the House of Represent- 
atives, has resigned, and has accepted 
the Speakership of tho Legislative Coun- 
cil. 

The largest fire ever known in Well- 
ington occurred on the night of June 
15th. The opera house, the Wesleyan 

church, two hotels, and a number of 
shops have been burned. The loss will 
be .£30,000 at least. The insurance 
does not exceed .£20,000. 

Thr Dunedin Athenreura and Library 
were partially destroyed by fire. 

In New South Wales free railway 
passes are being issued to immigrants 
to enable then\ to travel in the country 
districts in search of employ inout. Tlie 
railroads belong to tho State. 

Taking all the New Zealand railway 
lines together, in round numbers they 
are now paying five per cent, interest 
on X"5,000,000 or §25,000,000 capital 
invested. Thoy are owned and operated 
by the government. 

News from the Brookcr Lsland by 
the Rotorua states that the natives re- 
gard the departure of II. J\I. S. Cor- 
morant, after shelling the village, as a 
sign of victory over tho whites, and 
thoy are now threatening all the resi- 
dents and traders. Tlie natives of New 
Guinea are much e.vcited in many 
places. They are well armed with 
Snider and double barreled guns, iiiul 
have a large supply of ammunition. 

The Indian coolie ship Lconitlas has 
introduced smallpox among the Fijian.-s. 
Their race is nearly run, especially as 
local ])laguo has been operating fatally. 

In New Zealand the lowevt rate of 
agricultural wages is at present 8s (.~?2) 
a day of eight hours' work. Wheat 
sells at \)CV bushel, and butchers 
meat is about eight cents per pound. 
The consequence is that the vital 
statistics of tho colony, just published, 
show an e.tcess of birth over deaths of 
230 per cent.

The G'(dv:ay ExpvfiSH hears that on 
the night of the 19th an armed party 
of 50 men, disguised, visited the hou.ses 
of several persons in the neighborhood 
of Tuam, and compelled them to take 
an oath that they would not pay rent 
to their landlords unless they were al- 
lowed a reduction of five shillings in 
the pound. 

Mr. Martin McDonnell, Dunmore, 
has signified his intention of reducing 
the rents on his estate by seven 
shillings in the pound to those who pay 
at once, and five shillings to those who 
cannot pay till harvest. 

The Connavght Teler/mpli states tiiat 
it has been "creditably informed" that 
Mr. William Burke, J. P., agent of tho 
estate of Sir Arthur Guinness, while 
riding through Cong was scalded by 
the contents of a bucket of boiling 
water which a girl threw at him in 
consequonco of ejectments being served 
on her for her brother and uncle. 

A mysterious murdei-, supposed to 
be "agrarian," has been committed in 
county Clare. An old man named 
Davenport, a "rent warner" in the em- 
ployment of Col. Gori!, was found dead 
in bed, having been strangled. Tiie 
deceased'r, daughter, a girl of 18, was | 
the only other occupant of the house, j 
and she deposed at the inquest that in 
the course of the night she heard some 
one in her father's room, .'ind on rising 
in the morning she found that the door 
of her room had been tied on the out- 
side to a hook in the wall, and that 
the house had been entered by way \ol 
the kitchen window. An open verdict 
was returned. Several persons have 
been arrested on Huspicion. ?• 



YoivOHAJiA, June 29,— Tho conduct 
of tho British Admiral, Coates, is sev- 
erely criticised. This officer left Hong- 
kong immediately before Grant's ar- 
rival there, the .same at Shanghai, and 
now suddenly starts on a pleasure trip 
from Yokohama. This is uuderstood 
to be in consequence of his unwilling- 
ness to give a salute of twenty-one 
guna The British minister endorses 
his action by accompanying him on 
his jiresent cruise. Governor Hen- 
ncB.sy of Hongkong, now visiting Japan, 
strongly disapproves, and is understood 
to have urgently ron\oustrated. 

Considerable interest is manifested 
over tho action of the Governor of 
Hongkong, in reversing the oppressive 
and arbitrary exactions of the British 
Minister in Japan, by interfering with 
the afl'airj of English postal stations 
hero, which are jiroperly under the 
colonial jiu'isdietion of Hongkong. 
Governor Ilonnessy, who is opposed in 
every jjarticular to tho high-handed 
system long pursued in Japan, has 
taken the business in hand, ordered the 
instant restoration of post offices, re- 
jected ]iroposals of indemnity, and for 
the first time introduced the element 
of justice in British relations with this 
country.

St. Pkteksbuuo, July 23.— Owing to 
the prevalence of inceiuliiirisni the au- 
thorities of Kliorokotr Iiiivo divided the 
town into 32-1 fire districta. Every liouso- 
bolder is bound to keep a special night- 
watchman and liavo thirty buckets of 
water always ready. 

— Tliirtoen new cases 
are reported this morning. 

London, July 23. — In the Hous(> uf 
Commons to-day the (iovcrnniont an- 
nounced the receipt of a telegram dated 
Capetown, July 8th, which states that 
Lord Chelnisford remained in cnuip until 
tha afteraoon of July 3rd, awaiting the 
surrender of the cannon and 1000 rifles 
captured by the Zidus at Isandula. The.se 
not arriving he advanced and was<ittack- 
ed in the open country by 10,000 Zulus, 
who soon fled under the heavy fire of the 
British. Lord Chelmsford tlicn advanced 
and destroyed Ulundi. The Zulus lost 
800. The British lost 10 killed and 53 
wounded. The hattlo was fought July 
4th. The Zulus, variously estimated at 
from 10,000 to 20,000, surrounded the 
Briti.sh troops, who fnrnied a hollow 
square. The Zulus charged the Bquare 
on all four sides. After the Zulus were 
broken by tlio British fire they were pur- 
sued by cavaliy and utterly routed. Lord 
Chelmsford burned and destroyed all 
military kraals and returned to his camp 
the same evening. _

Sir Stafford Northcoto's amend- 
ment to Parnell's motion, expressing con- 
fidence in the Speaker, was adopted amid 
loud cheers.

Tlicro was one thing that 
struck liiiii much, and that was that if 
they N\ cro to de[ieiid on their food on 
foreign countries, in case of dispute 
they would not be able to make war at 
all with other countries, because their 
food supply would be stopped." The 
honourable member concluded by re- 
marking that unless the whole country 
returned to something like protection 
ho did not know what was to bo done. 
Another s]5eaker said : --"It was not 
only the farmers who were crying out, 
but the manufacturers of Lancashire 
had had a gi-eat change come over them 
with reference to unrestricted free 
trade, for foreign nations were supply- 
ing them with good.? cheaper than they 
coukl make them." 

The .Mayor of Manchester has notifi- 
ed that, "on account of tho apprehen- 
sion of canine madnes.s," all dogs with- 
in the city are to be confined from the 
1st of July to tho 1st of October. 

The Duke of Buccleuch and Lord Lo- 
thian were recently walking in the 
grounds of Mountevoit, when the light- 
ning struck at their feet and tore up 
the earth for some distance.

sible, to agree to a compromise of their 
claims. 

Some experiments have taken place 
at Spiezza with the 100 ton Armstrong 
gun, for the purpose of testing steel 
armour plating and the resjiective 
merits of various projectiles. It is said 
the general conviction is that the ex- 
periments fully proved the utter in- 
efliciency of steel jilate.s for defensive 
purposes. 

A movement ha.s been inaugurated 
for tho establishment of proviilent ilis- 
pensaries in London. At a meeting 
hold to take the initiatory step.s. Sir 
Charles Trevelyan said that the hospi- 
tal system was breaking down financial- 
ly, and was the cause of great waste of 
time to the working classes. 

The first Lord of tho Admiralty, Sir 
Cooper Key, and Lord (.'liarles Scott 
have met and decided the course to be 
taken by the Bacchante in her forth- 
coming cruise with the sons of the 
Prince of AVales, and the ofhcers to be 
appointed to her. Tho young princes 
will visit in the course of their voyage 
most of the British colonial possessions. 

On tho 23rd Cardinal Manning pre- 
sided at the lirst celebration of mass in 
the restored building known as Ely 
chapel, Holborn, when a large number 
of the Roman Catholic clergy and lay- 
men were ])rcsont. ilis Emineuco 
preached, and spoke I'.t some length on 
tho Ritualist movement in the Church 
of England, saying that there were at 
present in that country hundreds of 
thousands of Anglicans who refu.sed to 
call themselves ProtestantH, and who 
refused to accept a human interpreta- 
tion of the divine revelation, but who 
were still ignorant that there existed 
on this earth a divinely commissioned 
interpreter. His Eminence said he 
had reason to be ho[)eful for the re- 
storation of England to Catholicity. 

The Paris Glulu'^ correspomlent at 
(Jhiselhurst asserts that when the sub- 
ject of the Prince lin])oriars going to 
the Cape was jdaeed before Lord Bea- 
consfield he strongly objected to it. 
The Prince again appealed to the Pre- 
mier through the Duke of Cambridge, 
and having set to work to influence 
other high personages to back up his 
application, he at last obtained Lord 
Beaconsfield'.s reluctant assent that he 
should go. 

A shocking attempt at murder and 
suicide was made at the Worcester po- 
lice court recently. A young woman 
named Su.san Little was waiting in the 
passage, being the coinplaiiinnt in an 
afliliation cas(t, when the defendant, 
William Henry Ballard, of "Wolver- 
hampton, seized Iter, and drew a razor 
across her throat. He afterwards in 
flictcd two severe wounds on his own 
throat. Both are likely to recover. 

Mr. Bradlaugh, speaking at a meet- 
ing convened for the purpose of elect- 
ing the Radical Two Hundred, at 
Northampton, said liis position now 
was much stronger than at tho last 
election. He could command 2,000 
votes against the 1,700 ho then polled. 
Ho pleaded for union, so as to enable 
the liberals and Radicals to wrest the 
two scats from the two Toi-ies. If the 
Liberals would not unite ho would 
fight alone, for he was determined to 
sit for Northampton. 

Lord Coleridge has had bt-forn him a 
case in which the Rev. 11. <!. llarvey 
sued the Archbislio[) of Canterbury for 
refusing to institute him to the rectory 
of Cowdeii, in Kent. The living was 
bequeathed to the plaintiil' by his 
father, and is worth £600 a year. The 
Archbishop refused to institute him be- 
cause he had lived eleven years with 
his wife before he inarrieti her, and on 
the marriage ho made several false 
statements. Judgment was post[)oned. 

There is ilisinay among the jirofessors 
of precedent and horror sits upon the 
p-oul of the compilers of peerages. A 
few days ago a well-known gentleman 
invited a large party to dinner to meet 
Sarah Bernhardt. Amongst this party 
wore too very wcll-k-nowu ladies, one 
the daughter of a Duke, and the other 
tho wife of a Duke's son. Tho host, 
however, disregarding all the tiacred 
canons, took down the actress to din- 
ner before them. The efToct, I hear, 
was stupendous. 

Lady Burdett-Coutts is going on a 
yachting tour. She has chartered a 
vessel of 800 tons. She may bo heard 
of in the jNIediterranean. 

Sir H. Havelock, iL P., speaking 
at a Liberal dinner, declared the Isan- 
dula disaster was the result of "aristo- 
cratic incapacity." 

According to the ofllcial returns, 
twenty-one centenarians died in Ireland 
last year, one being 110 years old and 
another 106. The latter had a daught- 
er only 15 years of age.

■BiiiltUngs^ within certain Tire' LimUii 

7viflan fhe City of Victoria : 
1. That such part of the City bouniluil 
on tho North bj' Johnson street, on the 
South by Fort street, on tho East by 
Broad street and on tho West by the 
Water Frontage be hereby declareil with- 
in the Fire Limits of tho City of Victoria. 
The centre of Johnson to centre of Fort, 
from contro of Broad shiJl bo 'limits re- 
ferred to above. 

'J. All Biiildiiig.s hereafter erected with- 
in the Fire Limits shall have their outside 
Walls iiiul iiarty ^^'all3. made of Brick, 
Stone or other iiicombuatiblo material and 
.such oiilsido Wall.s Rhall extend four feet 
above \\':tll Plate of Roof, andp.arty Walla 
shall al.si) extend tu .same height above 
Wall Plate of Poof. Poofs shall bo cov- 
ered with such material as will nllbrd pro- 
tection against Fire iiiitl tho Walls shall 
bo so constructed as to soiiarato all Wood 
Woik thorouglily and completely of tho 
interior and exterior of such Building 
from all and every part of tho interior ami 
exterior of any adjoining Building. If 
tho apex of Hoof should exceed tho height 
of Fire Walls, then the Roof must bo 
covered with such matorial as will aiTord 
protection against Fire. In tho caao of 
Gables tho ^Valls are to be carried up to 
the full height of tho Apex of said Roof, 
'i'lio term Building, as applied in this 
Section, shall not include Privies or 
Sheds for storage of Coal, Wood or Wiarf 
Sheds. 

3. All Repairs to Buildings constructed 
of brick, stono, or other incombustiblo 
materials, .shall be made to conform to 
tlii.s (Jrdiiiance. 

■1. The \\'i)(.iJl'Ii Building within the 
said Fire Liuiit.s shall not be altered or 
changed without the written jionnission of 
the Chief Engineer nf the Victoria Fire 
Doimrtment, anproved by a majority of 
the Fire Waraens, which permit shall 
siiocify fully the alterations or changes ro- 
4uircd, aiitl no such permit shall bo given 
it' any increase will be made by tho pro- 
poseil cliaiigo or iiltoration in tho .size of 
any Wooden Building within the sitid 
Limits, or if such repairs or alterations 
will increase the value of such building 
more than Twenty-five per cent. Tho ap- 
plications therefor and a copy of each of 
such permits .shall be kept on file in the 
ollico of tho City Clerk. 

5. No Building within tho EaiJ Fire 
Limits shall be removed except to a por- 
tion of tho .same lot on which it stands or 
to a point outside the Fire Limits. ■ 

0. Whenever any building shall ho by 
iiny means so much injured as to be, in 
the judgment of tho Chief Engineer and 
a majority of tho Fire Wardens, a dan- 
gerous nuisance, or when any Wooden 
Building within the 8.ai(l Fire Limits shall, 
in the judgment of the Chief Engineer 
and a majority of tho Fire Warttens, bo 
damaged by lire to tho extent of ono-lialf 
or more of its actuftl Vftlue, tho Chief En- 
gineer shall cause to be served upon tho 
owner or person having control thereof a 
notice requiring such person to remove 
the same forthwith, and the person re- 
ceiving such notice shall within ten days 
after receiving the same comply with the 
requirements thereof. 

7. One Storij Buililinfix — Foundidioni 
to bo notless than oightcoii inches in tliick- 
no.ss and not Icssi than eighteen inches 
in tho hard clay or gritvel, as the case may 
1)0, brick walls to bo not leas than twelve 
inches thick. Two Slorij Buildings — 
Foundations to bo not less than twenty- 
two inches thick and not less than eigh- 
teen inches in the hard clay or gravel, as 
the case in.ay be. Brick TFaHs— Ground 
lloor to be not loss than seventeen inches 
thick; first floor not less than twelve 
inches thick. 

8. Any person or per.sons violating any 
of tho provisions of this Bylaw sliaU ho 
dcemecl guilty of a misdemeanor, and 
on conviction thereof before the Police 
Court shall be punished by a fine of hot 
less than ten or more than one hundred 
dollars, tnul each day of maintaining or 
contiiiuing such violation shall bo deemed 
a new oflenco and luinishod accordingly. 

0. The Chief Engineer of the Victoria 
Fire Dopartmont and the Fire Wardens 
arc required to soo that the provisionB of 
this Bylaw ;iro enforced and to make coni- 
plaint.s in tlie Police Court for violation 
tiicreof. 

10. This Bylaw may be cited for all 
purposes as " Tho Bylaw for Prohibiting 
the Erection of Wooden Buildings, 1879,'^
